WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
cost of living is still going up. 2%-- 
cording to a statement on food prices 
by the Department of Laber 

The retail price of twenty-two 
articles of food combined, for the 
United States, was 2 per cent. higher 
on May 15 than on April 15, 1919, 
according to the statement, and out 
of forty-one articles for whicn prices 
are received by the bureau of labor 
statistics each month from retail 
dealers twenty-six ro in May 
as compared with April. 

Butter advanced 7 per cent. in 
April but decreased 6 per cent. in 
May. Bacon increased 4 per cent. 
in April, but decreased 1 per cent. 
in May. Lard iwecreased 6 per cent. 
in April and 10 per cent. in May.

SYSTEMATIC WORK. 

“Systematic and intensive work 
is conducted by certain foreign gov- 
ernments, foreign language news- 
popers, numbers of immigrant cler- 
gymen and tens of thousands of 
steamship agents as well as export- 
ers of savings. Their activities have 
the effect of preventing immigrants 
from becoming Americanized. 

“In normal times before the war 
about 400,000 immigrants returned 
to Europe annually, and the annual 
export of foreigners’ savings was 
about $400,000,000. 

“Even consular agents of foreign 
governments have been involved in 
this exploiting scheme, to the great 
detriment of American life.” 

Mr. Steiner proposes as a remedy 
establishment of a pension system 
that will keep the good workers 
here, and a farm colonization scheme 
in the West whereby immigrants can 
go into the farming business, even 
on a small scale.

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OIL SOLE TOPIC 
IN WEST TEXAS. 


Many Wells will Fail, but 
Some will Succeed. 
Sunshine Corporation Con- 
trolls 172,000 Acres. 


El Pasoans Hope to See City 
Center of Field. 


BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

EL PASO, June 24.— West Texas 
from El Paso east. is talking and 
thinking ofl, Companies are plan- 
ning to drin everywhere that they 
can see the faintest chance of suc- 
cess. Many will fail, but some also 
will certainly succeed. The old story 
of the oil boom is reported with its 
usual touch of human interest. 

Two days a party of oll men 
on the eastbound Texas and Pacific 
train met Mrs. Glasscock, who, with 
her husband, was known to many of 
them. She exhibited ‘a telegram 
from her husband at Desdemona, 
Tex., saying that the Ranger Rock 
Island well had just come in, that 
their troubles were over and telling 
her to come on at once. Their trou- 
bles had been financial, like those 
of many an oil operator, and she 
had been waiting in much anxiety 
fer word of success, which meant 80 
much for them. It is a happy wom- 
an the oll men found on the train. 

In extreme Westeiiexas the 
appearing oll prospects so far are 
along the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
road from Toyah on the west to and 
beyond Barstow on the east. Here 
there is a test well down about 1100 
feet and a number of others in vari- 
ous stages of drilling or preparing to 
drill. Small quantities of ofl in 
shallow wells have been found and 
used locally for lubrication. Around 
Toyah there are seepages at various 
points. Gas is found at numerous 
Places and there are sulphur beds 
at the west end and gas at the east 
end of the prospective oi] belt. The 
Sas appears in places throughout 
the region. It is noninflammable, the 
kind used by the army balloon serv- 
ice. It has been developed farther 
east and is being wed at the bal- 
loon station at Fort Worth. It is 
known as Hellium 

The biggest oil proposition in the 
EI Paso region of Texas, west of 
Pecos River, is that of the Sunshine 
On Corporation, which has under its 
control 172,000 acres, an imperial 
dominion truly on which there are 
many signs pointing to oil. The 
company’s first well is down about 
1100 feet and it has some oll at 800 
feet. Several other companies are 
drilling in the district. 

Six miles north of El Paso a test 
well has been started. Others are 
being started in the Hueco Moun- 
tains, forty miles northeast of El 
Paso. Other work is planned in the 
Tula Rosa Basin of New Mexico, 
north of El Paso ‘and east of the 
Organ Mountains. Another well is 
down 2300 feet at Columbus, N. M.. 
west of El Paso. Ever since the 
Spindle Top boom some El Pascans 
have cherished a more or leas vague 
hope that the city might some day 
become the center of an oil field. 
Now they are trying to see if there 
is any chance of their dream com- 
ing true. 


COLLINS CASE PUT 
OFF FOR FORTNIGHT. 


BATCHELDER, SHOT AFTER HE 
“BOUGHT” PRISONER'S 
WIFE, MAY DIE. 


One witness, Patrolman Paul 
Traynor, who saw the shooting of J. 
D. Batchelder by Charles I. Collins,

De Valera Says Half to be 
Offered Immediately. 


After English Evacuation. 


Celtic “Republic” to Send En- 
voys to Peace Conference. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

NEW YORK, June 24.—The Irish 
republic proposes to issue bonds to 
the amount of 1,000,000 pounds 
sterling, President Kamonn de Valera 
announced tonight. Half the issue 
will be offered to the public for 
immediate subscriptions, 250,000 
pounds in Ireland, and 250,000 
pounds abroad: The bonds will be 
of mall denominations. 

“In order to obtain recognition 
for our <a de juro government and 
for the ish republic,” de Valera 
said. “we shall send at once our 
accredited representatives to Paris 
to the Peace Conference and to the 
League of Nations. 

“We shall send also to other coun- 
tries a number of duly accredited 
ambassadors and consuls to see that 
the position of Ireland is under- 
stood as it truly is, and not as 
English propaganda would rep- 
resent it, and in general, to 
that the interests of Ireland in these 
countries are in no way neglected. 
We shall thus resume that inter- 
course with other peoples which be- 
fits us as a separate nation, that 
intercourse which it has been the 
chief aim of England's statecraft 
to cut off for over a century. 

“At the present time of general 
world reconstruction it is most im- 
portant that the material interests 
of the country at home be also 
looked after, and by Irishmen. It 
will be the duty of ir ministry to 
secure the co-operation and co- 
ordinate the activities of the verious 
bodies which have taken volantarily 
on themselves the safeguarding and 
advancement of these interests. To- 
wards English legislation interfer- 
ing with these interests we shall act 
as we think best for the general 


. SAYS WAYS BILL UNJUST. 


To measures, such as the English 
ways and communications bill, de- 
signed as regards Ireland, to pre- 
vent Irishmen from using the na- 
tural resources of their own coun- 
try, we shall offer all the reeistance 
we command as being both injurious 
and unjust. 

“I think that is a fair outline of 
our programme as it stands at 
present. The working out of the de- 
tails will be the immediate con- 
cern of individual ministers and of 
the Cabinet es a whole.” 

The bond issue will be repaid, de 
Valero said, six months after the 
English “evacuation” of Ireland. He 
denied emphatically that Russian 
or German money ever had been 
—— for promoting the cause of Ire- 

nd. 

“When I came here,” he aid, “T 
had all the intention of observing 
the laws of a government of the 
people, dy the people and for the 
people.” 

This statement was e when 
newspaper dispatches quoting Wash- 
ington officials that he would have to 
observe the laws of the country in 
making his appeal for the Irish re- 
public, were called to his attention. 

In a formal statement De Valera 


“The Irish desire the closest pos- 
sible political and commercial re- 
lations with the people of America. 
I have come here at the request of 
the elected government of the Irish 
people to endeavor to establish those 
relations. 

“My presence here also can not 
fail to remind the people of America 
that in Ireland there is set up a gov- 
ernment elected by the democratic 
and peacful machinery of the ballot, 
anewerable to the will of the Irish 
people, but kept in suppression and 
prevented from functioning by the 
armed vigilance of England. It can 
not fall to remind them that in their 
nearest neighbor in Europe, already 
enly sixteen hours distant, there is 
established an autocratic military 
despotism which outrages every prin- 
ciple for which America entered the 
recent war and that in a document 
which the people of America are to 
he asked to set the seal of their ap- 
proval it le now proposed to main- 
tain this despotism in perp tuity. 

“While here I shall endetvor, in 
eo far as I may do so within your 
laws, to call the attention of the 
people of America, irrespective of 
party or divisions, to these facts.” 

WILL NOT INTERFERE. 
(EXGASVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Prof. 
Edward de Valera, “president of 
the Irish republic,” will not be in- 
terfered with by American govern- 
ment officials in the conduct of 
propaganda for Irish freedom, it 
was indicated by administration of- 
ficialea today. 

State Department authorities de- 
clined to express an opinion con- 


go without infringing treaty stipu- 
lations but it was considered that 
no legal objection could be raised 
to the negotiation by De Valera of 
funds for the promotion of his cause. 
However, if the object of the money 
was to create a military force or 
to equip such a force he would 
make himeelf lable under laws 
against the use of American terri- 
tory for setting afoot military ex- 
peditions in friendly countries.

With halt a dosen local strikes 
hovering on the verge of settlement, 
Capt. Charles T. Connell, Federal 
conciliator, has appointed himself a 
one-man peace conference and dele- 
gated to himself the Herculean tas« 
of settling all local labor troubles 
so Los Angeles can start with a 
clean slate July 1. 

“Peace wili be signed in Europe 
Thursday,“ said Capt. Connell last 
night, “and if they can make peace 
in Europe and art anew we can 
make peace here and take a fresh 
etart. I have slated conferences for 
every day this week, and I'm going 
to make a big effcrt to restore in- 
dastrial peace before Friday night. 
if we can clean up our troubles be- 
fore July 1 1 don't believe we will 
have any strikes after that date— 
at least, none of consequence.” 

As a beginner, Capt. Conneil 
slated a conference with the gar- 
ment workers for last night. This 
sirixe has been in progress several 
weeks. It started when the union ob- 
jected to the employment of a wom- 
an to take the place of a union gar- 
ment worker who quit. All the 
workers in one shop quit. Their em- 
ployer said they walked out, and 
they declared they were locked out.

PHONE OFFICE. 


Fourteen Girls are Virtual 
Prisoners in Exchange. 


Bakersfield Officers Fear to 
Provoke I. F. V. s. 


Conditions in Los Angeles are 
Almost Normal. 


Unable to get protection for its 
operators who have been barricaded 
in the telephone building at Bakers- 
field for several days and nights, the 
Southern California Telephone Com- 
Pany yesterday asked the fourteen 
young women to take a vote as to 
whether they cared to remain on the 
job or seek safety in their homes, 
and they voted solidly to remain at 
their posts, according to a state- 
ment made last night by company 
officials here. Six local telephone 
operators last night made a formal 
request that they be sent to Bakers- 
field at once to break the strike. 

The company says that since the 
walkout at Bakersfield Monday, the 
exchange building at that place has 
been bombarded at intervals, espe- 
clally at night, by a howling mob of 
I.W.W.'’s and Bolsheviki who are 
handy with brick bats and other 
missiles. To protect the girls who 
refused to quit their jobs the com- 
pany made hasty arrangements. to 
broad and room the girls in the of- 
fice, and sent guards from here to 
give them additional security, but it 
is said that the Bakersfield police 
have refused to allow the guards to 
be deputized by the Sheriff's office at 
that place, and that in some in- 
stances merchants have declined to 
sell the company supplies with 
which to feed the girls. 

RUSH OF APPLICANTS. 


Locally it appeared yesterday as 
though the end of the school term 
would spell defeat for the telephone 
strike. So many high schoo! girls ap- 
plied for admission to the operators’ 
training school that the company 
was compelled to turn many away. 
The switchboard schools are now 
crowded with students, and service 
is rapidly improving. Yesterday 
conditions were almost normal at 
the Wilshire and Hollywood offices, 
it was said. Long-distance service 
in Los Angeles and adjoining terri- 
tory is nearly normal again. At 
the Labor Temple a sort of free-will 
offering was collected for the relief 
of striking operators who are in 
need of funds. About twenty 
striking operators returned to the 
local office yesterday, telling the of- 
ficials that they struck because they 
thought it would be fun, but that 
the picket restraining order took 
all the fun away. 

ATTEMPT TO SETTLE. 
Reports were current here yes- 
terday to the effect that the linemen 
and telephone operators who have 
heeh on strike for ten days had re- 
jected a compromise proposition 
from California telephone compa- 
nies. It ie said that this proposition 
carried with it the offer of $94.50 
per month for expert telephone op- 
erators and $6 a day for inside and 
outside wire men. The men insist 
upon $6.50 a day for themselves and 
the girls want $4 a day. All the 
strikers wan: retroactive pay back 
te the time when the governmert 
took cver tho lines of communica- 
tion. 

President A. B. Cass of the South- 
ern California Telephone Company 
says he has not been advised by 
the San Francisco office that a com- 
promise proposition was made by 
the company and rejected by the 
unions, but that he has heard from 
various sources that some such 
preposition was discussed in confer- 
ence at San Francisco. 

According to press reports from 
Nan Francisco. the strikers in con- 
ference are demanding that as soon 
es a settlement is reached all tele- 
phone operators «ho remained on 
duty during the strike be discharge‘. 
The companies say that they can- 
not agree to this demand because 
they have promised permanent em- 
ployment to all !oyal workers. 


At yesterday's conference between 
the committee representing the 
former employees of the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company 
and the officials of the company no 
further progress was made towards 
the settlement of existing differ- 


ences. 

As predicted by The Times yes- 

terday, the impasse came over the 
question of where the election ofa 
shop committee should be held. At 
present that is said to be the only 
detail of more than trivial import- 
ance to be threshed out. 
Officials of the company argued 
that the election should be held in 
the yards where the men are em- 
ployed; but they agreed to a com- 
romise whereby it could be held 
— a booth located in San Pedro but 
outside the company’s yards. 

The Metal Trades Council of Los 
Angeles has passed a resolution that 
all elections of shop  cimmittees 
must be held in Labor Temple. Not 
one in four voting for that resolu- 
tion was employed in the plant of 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company. It would bar all 
workmen not members of unions 
from participation in the election. 
employees are all mem unions 
affiliated with the Metal Trades 
Council. 

While a way ts sought to mount 
this hurdle the big shipbuilding 
plant remains closed, and hulls of 
sixteen vessels are lying unfinished 
while the English, French and Ger- 
man yards are working in double 
shifts. Also $25,000 a day that 
might be going into pay envelopes 
lies idle in local banks and more 
than 4000 men capable of earning 
a competence for themselves and 


their dependents are idle.

To can spinach, wash leaves, 
blanch fifteen to twenty minutes in 
colander over steam, pack at once 
in well sterilized jars, pressing spin- 
ach down tightly, fll jar with voll- 
ing water, add one teaspoon salt to 
each jar, sterilize in canner or boil- 
er hour and a half, wrap cans to 
prevent bleaching. Vegetable green 
sometimes shrink in canning be- 
cause they have not been blanched 


long enough. They should be placed 


in a colander over boiling water 
making sure that they do not touch 
the water. When this is done none 
of the valuable mineral salts which 
they possess are lost. 

Green peas for ‘canning must be 
perfectly fresh. Pack them into 
well sterilized jars, fill the jars 
with cold water, put the tops on 
loosely and stand the jars in a can- 
ner or boiler, the bottom of which 
is protected with a rack. Partly 
surround the jars with cold water

Adjust new rubbers 
screw on the tops, turn the jars on 
their sides so they will be constant- 
ly covered with the boiling water 
and boll for another hour.

RED CROSS CREDITED 
WITH SAVING FRANCE. 


DIRECTOR-GENERAL SAYS MO- 
RALE AT LOW EBB WHEN 
AMERICA ENTERED WAR. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
DENVER, June 24.—France would 
have been crushed by Germany be- 
fore American troops arrived over- 
seas if the American Red Cross had 
not been present to stem disease and 
increase the morale of the French 
people, Dr. Livingston Farrand, di- 
rector-general of the Red Cress 
made this statement today at a 
conference of the mountain division 
of the organization. 

“Morale was at a low ebb in 
France at the time America en- 
tered the war,” Dr Farrand said. 
“People looked at America’s 
declaration of Var more as a piece 
of paper than as something in which 
was seated their salvation. 
“At the very base of this national 
condition of the mind was the plight 
of the French children and with 
their problem the first work was 
undertaken. 
“Prior to the war the birth and 
death rates in that country were at 
an even balance and this is always 
a dangerous social condition. Then, 
im the first few years of the great 
struggle the death rate exceeded the 
birth rate by 50 per cent. Diseases, 
mostly from malnutrition, were pre- 
valent.” 
He told of the French fight against 
tuberculosis with the aid of the Red 
Cross and amerted that France, for- 
merly one of the greatest sufferers 
from the white plague, would emerge 
from the war reconstruction period 
one of the leaders in the fight on 
tuberculosia. | 

Dr. Farrand said the time has 
come when the Red Cross must lay 
aside ita great centralized organiza- 
tion of war times and return to the

WILLIAMS EXPLAINS 
SANTA ROSA FAILURE. 


“FAMILY BANK” IN WHICH MOST 
OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES 
KNEW IRREGULARITIES, 


fEXCLOSIVE 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—In «4 
letter today to Representative Piatt, 
chairman of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, John Skelton 
Williams, Comptroiler of the Cur- 
rency, criticised the joint resolution 
of the California Legislature intro- 
duced by Senators Slater and Evans, 
which called on the Legislature to 
memorialize Congress for a more 
strict examination of national banka, 

The resolution sald: “Tt is ap- 
parent that more careful examina- 
tion of national banks is required,” 
and was introduced primarily be- 
cause of the ‘failure of the Santa 
Rosa National Bank, which went into 
liquidation last September. 

Williams deciared in his letter to 
Platt that there had been only three 
national bank failures in California 
in the past twenty-four years. These 
were the Orange Growers National 
Bank of Riverside, failed March, 
1904, the Oakland National ank. 
failed April 1, 1909, and the Santa 
Rosa institution. The Orange 
Growers and the Oakland danke 
paid depositors 100 centa on the 
dollar. The Santa Rosa bank was 
the only national bank in the Unit- 
ed States which failed in 1918. 

Williams declared that the Santa 
Rosa bank officials hid defalcations 
successfully for years and ne in- 
closed in his letter to Platt the fol- 
lowing excerpts from reports of bank 
examiners on the Santa Rosa 
bank: 

“The successful concealment, dur- 
ing * long period, of the true con- 
dition of this bank can be directly 
ascribed to the fact that mest of the 
officers and employees had knowl- 
edge more or leas complete of the 
irregularities and in their respec- 
tive spheres aided in the conceal- 
ment, They were participants in a 
systematic and effective conspiracy 
of remarkable completeness. 

“This bank was strictly a fami- 
ly’ bank with the complement of 
‘dummy’ directors which usually are 
@ part of the equipment of such 
banks. 

“The cashier, Frank A. Brush, and 
other members of the Brush family 
not only owned most of the stock, 
but constituted a majority of the di- 
rectors and absolutely dominated the 
management under the immediate 
direction of the cashier. 

“The method of covering the va- 
rious defalcations was had by re- 
moving sheets from the commercial 
individual ledgers and cards from 
the savings and individual ledgers 
the ageregate balances of which 
equalled the amount of the differ- 
ence which it was to con- 
cal. 

“With references to the 
where the forgeries were placed with 
correspondent banks, es was the 
practice in this bank, and where 
these notes were paid at maturity 
out of the bank's funds, there is no 
method by which the examiner 
could detect such forgeries. 

“It was almost impossible to dis- 
cover the defalcations unless there

POMONA CLASS. 


Seventy-seven Get Diplomas 
at Annual Commencement. 


Grandmother of Ten Among 
Those to Get Degrees. 


Stars is Given College. 


In the presence of 2000 persons, 
seventy-seven Pomona College gra- 
duates yesterday received their 
diplomas from the hands of Presi- 
dent Blaisdell at the school’s twenty- 
sixth annual commencement. The 
exercises were held in the school’s 
Greek theater at the sunset hour. 

To the strains of Schubert's 


“Marche Militaire” played by the col- 
lege orchestra, the academic pro- 
cession wound its way among the 
stately oaks, led by the faculty and 
members of the board of trustees 
to the stage in its natural setting 
of trees. The orators chosen from 
the class to represent the candidates 
for degrees were Miss Ruth 
Collings, who delivered an vration 
on “Dangers of Applied Democracy; 
Allen Carrier Blaisdell, whose sub- 
ject was “The Reward of Service,” 
and Ira Noble Frisbee, who spoke 
on “The Spirit of Democracy.” 

After the conferring of degrees, 
President Blaisdell spoke briefly of 
the past year, which he characterized 
as an unusual and a wonderful year 
in college life—a year of confusion 
and repeated reorganization, due to 
the war and to the conditions which 
tt inevitably forced upon student 
life. He announced that, nothwith 
standing all this, Pomona College 
has passed through the testing time 
with great success. Just before the 
beginning of the world war. a cam- 
paign for raising $1,000,000 was be- 
gun. Pledzes were to be secured to 
be paid within five years and, amidst 
all the chaos and confusion incident 
to this period, the campaign was 
brought to a successful issue strictly 
on time and the last pledge was paid 
on April 1, 1919, he stated. 

Undismayed by the disturbed con- 
dition of the times and with 
characteristic courage, «a campaign 
was immediately launched by the 
college trustees for another fund 
of $500,000. Of this amount, $229,- 
000 has already been pledged, and 
the general education board has 
agreed to put up the last $100,000, 
which leaves but $180,000 to be 
raised between now and December 
1. Beside this, a $100,000 gift for 
the building of a chemistry labora- 
tory, has been received, making «a 
grand total of $600,000. 

PLANS FOR FUTURE. 

Plans for enlarging the campus 
were outlined by President Blaisdell, 
for the construction of four residence 
—— for women, and still further 
plans for a considerable enlargement 
are under consideration by the 
trustees. Pomona College now has 
an alumni body of more than 1000. 
all of whom have pledged themselves 
to take a large part in this up- 
building of a Greater Pomona. 

Over 600 graduates of former 
years sat down to the alumni! ban- 
quet. The toastmaster was Rev. 
Josiah Sibley, class of "69, who is now 
pastor of the Calvary Presbyterian 
Church of San Francisco. and re- 


alumni who have returned from 
overseas work crowned with honors, 
Mies Gertrude Palmer, ‘17, who 
served in France as chief dietician 
with the Oregon hospital unit: Ralph 
Cornell, 1, who fought through the 
entire battle of the Argonne, and Ro 
land Vaile, 10, who recently re- 
turned from research work in Persia. 

Pomona College sent into the 
world conflict, 394 of its faculty, 
alumni, under graduates and former 
students. Of this number six gave 
their lives in the struggle for the 
gafety of humanity. For these, who 
made the supreme sacrifice, ten 
and loving tributes were paid at a 
special memorial meeting held in 
Bridges Hall, yesterday.
